REPORT. 

The  estimated  population  for  1898  was  878,872  being  an 
increase  of  1,016  during  the  year. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  year  was  36.3  per  thousand  and  the 
death-rate  of  the  Colony  31 .9.  These  figures  were  36.1  and 
29.5  respectively  in  1897. 

Number  of  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries. 

The  year  under  report  opened  with  nine  Public  Hospitals 
including  the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  twenty-one  Dispensaries,  the 
same  number  as  in  the  previous  year. 
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The  total  number  of  in-door  and  out-door  patients  treated 
during  1898  as  compared  with  1897  was  as  under  :

The  death-rate  per  thousand  of  the  in-patients  treated  iu 
all  the  Public  Hospitals  was  57.6  and  varied  in  the  several 
districts  from  a  minimum  of  16.7  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum  to  a 
maximum  of  114.3  in  Flacq  Hospital. 

In  1897  the  death-rate  per  thousand  among  Hospital 
patients  was  56.96. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions  was  as  usual  prin¬ 
cipally  for  malarial  fever,  the  different  types  of  which  head  the 
list  of  sickness. 

The  favourable  climatic  conditions  which  obtained  in  1897 
were  absent  in  1898,  which  was  a  comparatively  rainy  year. 

The  rainfall  in  inches  was  47.76  against  27,26  in  1897. 

The  degree  of  humidity,  viz  ;  81.6  in  the  month  of  January 
1898  also  exerted  a  baneful  influence  on  the  health  of  the  Colony 
and  the  incidence  of  malaria  made  itself  manifest  in  the  subse¬ 
quent  month,  during  which  the  largest  number  of  cases  of  fever 
were  under  treatment. 

Another  factor  in  the  causation  of  malaria  was  the  cyclono- 
mic  disturbances  which  occurred  on  the  6th.  to  9th.  February. 
Although  the  rainfall  for  the  month  of  February  was  only  3.70 
or  3.14  below  the  average,  yet  the  disturbed  condition  of  the 
atmosphere  and  the  effluvia  resulting  from  decaying  vegetable 
matter  contributed  in  some, measure  to  the  general  unhealthiness 
of  the  season  which  made  itself  felt  with  special  emphasis  in  Port 
Louis  where  the  local  conditions  are  unfavorable,  especially  in 
the  suburbs. 

From  the  17th.  to  the  21sfc.  December  1898,  another  cyclone 
visited  the  Colony,  giving  an  average  rainfall  of  5.70  inches  for 
that  month. 

There  were  limited  outbreaks  of  malarial  fever  in  several 
of  the  low-lying  districts  which  were  not,  however,  very  severe.* 

The  most  common  form  of  fever  was  the  intermittent  type, 
which  gave^  5,610  cases  and  116  deaths. 

The  remittent  type  numbared  153  cases  and  10  deaths. 

Annexed  is  a  diagram  showing  the  number  of  oases  of  fever 
of  the, different  types  in  each  month  and  of  intermittent  fever  in 
<particalar. 

The  mortality  iu  Prison  Hospitals  though  not  very  higk 
-shows  a  higher  percentage  than  last  year.  In  Port  Louis  Prisons

admitted  in  1898, 
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there  were  17  deaths  or  15  per  thousand  patients  treated  against 
12  deaths  or  13.03  per  thousand  patients  in  1897. 

Beau  Basssin  New  Central  Prisons  had  a  death-rate  of  32 
per  thousand  against  26.9  in  1897,  although  the  number  of 
prisoners  under  treatment  was  slightly  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  viz  ;  1,157  in  1898  against  1,589  in  1897. 

The  highest  rate  of  sickness  and  mortality  was  among  new 
"admitted  prisoners  and  short  senteiced  detenus”. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  these  Prisons  have  slightly  im¬ 
proved,  a  result  brought  about  by  certain  improvements  carried 
'  on  during  the  year. 

The  Colony  was  free  from  any  epidemic  disease  during  the 
year.  Of  contagious  and  infectious  disorders,  there  was  one  case 
of  small  pox  (not  shown  in  the  tabular  statement)  which  was  of 
•  exotic  origin  ;  the  patient  being  a  carpenter  on  one  of  the  Royal 
Mail  Castle  Liners  who  was  sent  to  an  Island  Lazaret  2>  miles 
from  the  main  land,  the  cnse  was  a  very  mild  one  and  the  patient 
recovered. 

Apart  from  influenza  which  gave  but  736  cases  and  37 
deaths,  25  other  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  treated  ; 
among  these  may  be  mentioned  diphtheria,  3  cases  no  death, 
enteric  fever,  22  cases  and  3  deaths.  Two  cases  are  returned  as 
cholera  but  were  in  reality  choleraic  diarrhoea  of  a  noa-infectious 
nature. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Colony  during  1898 
although  not  worse  than  in  1897  was  still  below  par.  The  deatb- 
rate  of  1898  for  the  Colony  was  31.9  against  29.5  in  1897  and 
41.9iofl896.  It  must,  however,  be  remarked  that  1896  was 
a  particularly  bad  year,  as  its  rate  of  mortality  was  the  highest, 
but  one,  since  the  fever  epidemic  of  1867. 

The  chief  factor  in  causing'the  high  rate  of  mortality  was, 

"  as  of  yore,  malarial  fevers. 

Phthisis  is  steadily  increasing  in  this  Colony  although  the 
Hospital  statistics  do  not  show  much  difference  in  this  respect 
in  comparison  with  former  years. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  chief  town.  Port  Louis,  was  worse 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  the. causes  at  work  being  principally 
due  to  bad  drainage,  defective  water  supply  and  last  but  not 
^least,  overcrowding;
